will be popular slogan with 
the 


French soldiers now employed in the 
great effort to roll back the Germans 
n northern France," says today's war 
geography 
bulletin of the 
National 


Geographic society in describing the 
own on the Somme which at the be- 
ginning of the European war was a 
ihriving commercial center of 50,000 
inhabitants. 


"St. Quentin enjoys the advantage 


of being situated at the juncture of 
two great canals with the Somme, one 
leading to the north and tapping the 
Scheldt, and the other flowing south 
to the Oise. 
Thus this center of the 


cotton and woolen fabric industry has 
direct connections with Antwerp and 
Paris. 


"Known in Roman times 
as Au- 


gusta Veromanduorum, St. Quentin 
received its present name in honor of 
Gains Quintinus, who was put to 
death here in the third century while 
preaching the doctrines of Christian- 
ity. Four centuries later his tomb 
became a shrine and the advent of 
many pilgrims served to magnify the 
importance of the town, while its in- 
dustrial prosperity was 
materially 


advanced during the middle ages by 
the introduction of cloth manufacture. 


"Before the walls of St. Quentin 


in 1557 was fought one of the great 
battles in the struggle between Henry 
11 of France and Philip 11 of Spain. 
The latter, having previously married 
Mary Tudor, Queen of England, had 
the support of the English when the 
Spaniards, under Emmanuel Philibert 
of Savoy invested the town. 
The in- 


competent constable de Montmorency 
led a French army to the relief of 


Admiral Coligny, who was in com- 
mand of the garrison. 
The allies 


administered a crushing defeat to de 
Montmorency, but the besieged for- 
ces, inspired by the intrepid Coligny, 
held the town for 17 days after the 
rout of their 'deliverers.' This was 
the same Coligny who 15 years later 
was one of the first victims of the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew. 
His 


body was thrown from his own win- 
dow and fell in the courtyard at the 
feet of the Duke of Guise, one of the 
instigators of the great slaughter of 
the Huguenots. 


"In the Franco-German 
war St. 


Quentin played two roles, first suc- 
cessfully resisting an attack in Oc- 
tober, 1870, but three months later 
witnessing the signal defeat of Gen- 
eral Faidherbe's army by the Ger- 
mans under von Goeben, just ten days 
before the general armistice was sign- 
ed. 


"St. Quentin is less than a 100 miles 


northeast of Paris by rail, and is 17 
miles in an airline southeast of Pe- 
ronne. 
Between Peronne and St. 


Qunetin the Somme river makes 
wide loop to the south, with the town 
of Ham at the bottom of the bend. 
The last named town will be remem- 
bered as the place where Louis Na- 
poleon was held a prisoner for six 
years following his abortive attempt 
to effect a military uprising in his 
favor when he landed at Boulogne in 
1840. 


"St. Quentin was given to Mary, 


Queen of Scots, as a part of her dow- 
ry in 1560 and it continued to pay her 
a revenue until the day of her death 
at the trembling hands of her Cousin 
Elizabeth's headsman."

French soldiers now employed in the 
great effort to roll back the Germans 
n northern France," says today's war 
geography 
bulletin of the 
National 


Geographic society in describing the 
own on the Somme which at the be- 
ginning of the European war was a 
ihriving commercial center of 50,000 
inhabitants. 


"St. Quentin enjoys the advantage 


of being situated at the juncture of 
two great canals with the Somme, one 
leading to the north and tapping the 
Scheldt, and the other flowing south 
to the Oise. 
Thus this center of the 


cotton and woolen fabric industry has 
direct connections with Antwerp and 
Paris. 


"Known in Roman times 
as Au- 


gusta Veromanduorum, St. Quentin 
received its present name in honor of 
Gains Quintinus, who was put to 
death here in the third century while 
preaching the doctrines of Christian- 
ity. Four centuries later his tomb 
became a shrine and the advent of 
many pilgrims served to magnify the 
importance of the town, while its in- 
dustrial prosperity was 
materially 


advanced during the middle ages by 
the introduction of cloth manufacture. 


"Before the walls of St. Quentin 


in 1557 was fought one of the great 
battles in the struggle between Henry 
11 of France and Philip 11 of Spain. 
The latter, having previously married 
Mary Tudor, Queen of England, had 
the support of the English when the 
Spaniards, under Emmanuel Philibert 
of Savoy invested the town. 
The in- 


competent constable de Montmorency 
led a French army to the relief of 


Admiral Coligny, who was in com- 
mand of the garrison. 
The allies 


administered a crushing defeat to de 
Montmorency, but the besieged for- 
ces, inspired by the intrepid Coligny, 
held the town for 17 days after the 
rout of their 'deliverers.' This was 
the same Coligny who 15 years later 
was one of the first victims of the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew. 
His 


body was thrown from his own win- 
dow and fell in the courtyard at the 
feet of the Duke of Guise, one of the 
instigators of the great slaughter of 
the Huguenots. 


"In the Franco-German 
war St. 


Quentin played two roles, first suc- 
cessfully resisting an attack in Oc- 
tober, 1870, but three months later 
witnessing the signal defeat of Gen- 
eral Faidherbe's army by the Ger- 
mans under von Goeben, just ten days 
before the general armistice was sign- 
ed. 


"St. Quentin is less than a 100 miles 


northeast of Paris by rail, and is 17 
miles in an airline southeast of Pe- 
ronne. 
Between Peronne and St. 


Qunetin the Somme river makes 
wide loop to the south, with the town 
of Ham at the bottom of the bend. 
The last named town will be remem- 
bered as the place where Louis Na- 
poleon was held a prisoner for six 
years following his abortive attempt 
to effect a military uprising in his 
favor when he landed at Boulogne in 
1840. 


"St. Quentin was given to Mary, 


Queen of Scots, as a part of her dow- 
ry in 1560 and it continued to pay her 
a revenue until the day of her death 
at the trembling hands of her Cousin 
Elizabeth's headsman."
